Overriding any particular' considerations which affected 
the course of Amt VI .activity in the different territories' under rev- 
iew was the general position of the Amt on its creation in 1939. It 
has been pointed out in the Liquidation Report on Gruppe VI E that 
only in the case of that G-ruppe was there any previous activity on 
the part of the old SD-Hauptamt which lent itself to immediate devel- 
qpment in the areation of the new Amt. It must ever be borne in mind 
that the Auslandsnaohrichtendienst was a new venture on the part of 
the SD, and prior to the outbreak of war no groundwork had been e s td> 
lished in any theatre in- Europe or outside it, apart from Eastern and 
especially Sputh-Eastern .Europe. The Amt began its work therefore 
under enormous initial, disadvantages^ which were in no way alleviated 
by the attitude , of . the .Abwehr and the Foreign Office, nor- by the weak- 
ness of the first' Amtschef, JQST.. An added complication -was the 
shortage of personnel with , the necessary background and knowledge of 
foreign countries- - a faotor of special importance in dealing with 
Gruppe VI 0 in., qp far as.' it dealt with countries such as Japan, China, 
the Dutch East Indies, Turkey,- Syf.ia,. etc. . In approaching the 
question of Amt VI operations .in such territory therefore, one must 
> not look f or any prepared plan at the .outbreak of war; • such plans 
simply did not exist. The German principle of concentrating on one 
point at a time .applied equally well in its intelligence as in. its 
military operations. The. Schwerpunkt in the first years of the war 
was remote from, the Far and Middle East, .and.it was .not until the 
summer of 1941 that Gruppe VI .0 became, important as a result of the 
Russian campaign. Characteris.tioally enough the main effort of the 
• Gruppe was concentrated then on "Untemehmen Zeppelin” ... When tha-fi 
effort failed.it was too late, to exploit other territory suph.as Persia 
and Turkey .to remedy the deficiency..

The Gruppe had few personnel and had no Beauftragte outside of 
Germany, for reasons whioh are self-evident, in view of the territory 
allot ed to it. Little is known of its activities at this early 
stage, but it is not difficult to appreciate the situation with 
whioh the Gruppe was faced. It is to be noted that Turkey and 
the Near East did not come under the control of the Gruppe but were 
dealt with at that time by Gruppe VI D. (See Appendix I) 

$, Referat VT C 1 and Russia . 

In Russia the Foreign Office under Ribbentrqp had just 
brought off its greatest triumph in the signing of the non-a gg ression 
pact whioh had temporarily removed the threat from the East and allowed' 
the Amy to concentrate on Poland. Ideologically speaking, however, 
the two countries were still diametrically opposed, and the situation 
was generally delicate enough for the Foreign Office to take a strong 
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line. against any attempt by the new and much scorned Amt VI to 
indulge in any activity which might jeopardise an uneasy truce. 

In any case the purely . physical barriers ‘imposed by the strict 
Russian security measures made it virtually impossible for JOST 
to introduce any representatives into the country under any. cover, 
apart from diplomatic, which, could only have. been, obtained with 
Poreigh Office approval, and in that connection it is safe to say 
that it Would have been easier for JOST td pass a camel through the 
eye of a needle. Amt VI therefore had' no direct lines into Russia 
itself, an achievement it shared. with the Abwehr at the tape, as at 
a meeting between the SD and Abwehr representatives held n't Prague 
in early i 940 » it was stated that not one single source of: information 
was available to the G1S in Russia itself. It should be noted 
however that before, and after the. creation of the RSHA, the Gestapoamt 
had. been active in its security functions against the USSR.. 

Early Amt VI worlc against -Russia v/a's theref ore conducted 
. entirely from, outside the country, and ih' the original organisation 
at Amt yi was' not directly' controlled' 'by Gruppe VI C.: It has been

The function , of these Ref erenten was the collection of 
information regarding Russia from the interrogation of travellers and 
merchant seamen passing between the two' countries; their report’s were 
sent to. Amt VI with copies to SALISCH at Blomber'g. The Ref erenten 
maintained elose liaison between themselves and held regular conferences 
at Blomberg under SALISQII. This, activity continued until September 
1940 When SAL1SCK was relieved of his position.' ( SALISCH later became 
Pplizoi Rraesident in Blomberg. and was shot by. the Germans in February 
1945 as a result of his desire to surrender Blomberg to the Russians), 
and thereafter the Ref erenten acted independently and more positively 
hy attempting to establish their own contacts with suitable personal- 
ities In commercial, industrial, and scientific circles. It need 
hardly be said of course that opera tipns of this type did not pi$oduce 
much intelligence of any value,

Little is known of the work of Referat VI C 2; it is 
to be presumed however that ' this- Ref erat- based its work on the former 
activity of. th ^Blocks telle Tilsit which had been created in 1938 
when the first attempts at an Auslandsnachrichtendiensl; were made. 

The Blocks telle had. been under .the command of Stubaf/p^iERE who was 
to become 'Gruppenleiter VI C by 1941 and the . most important figure 
in the history of the Gruppe, It is to be noted however that JOST 
did not appoint any Hauptbeauf tragter to the Baltic States, again no 



doubt owing to the influence of Russia, whose interest' in that 
sphere had become most direct after the Pplish campaign and the 
resulting partition in Eastern Europe. The exception was .the 
posting of Hastuf SCHOENEBEOK to Finland, later to-be replaced by 
Stubaf SROHS. - Finland however eventually passed to Gruppe VI D as 
a Scandinavian country, and the activities of BROHS there are dealt 
with in the Liquidation Report on that Gruppe.-.. 

5. ' Referat VI 0 3 and the Far East . . 

Japan, as one of -the -Tripartite Powers, was in .a. position 
similar to that of Italy, where the- Fuehrersbef ehl prevented any .open 
Amt vi '-activity until the Italian collapse. .Espionage ■ activities' agaipst 
Japan were therefore not off icially. encouraged, but even apart from that 
major consideration the position of Amt VT as. .far as the Far .East was 
concerned was one where the normal difficulties facing the other Laen- 
dergruppen were , greatly accentuated. The SD had no previous activity 
or 'even interest in that sphere which Amt VI could develop, while the 
personnel problem itself, was insuperable. y If it was. difficult for the 
much more , immediately important Gruppe VI D (VI G at the., time .under 
review): to find ■ officers wi.th sufficient background knowledge of the 
U;E. and the U.S.A. to set about its task with any competence, Gruppe 
VI 0: had . little ohahoe. cf improving on that state of affairs. Indeed 
it was not until the major reorganisation of. the -Gruppe in the summer 
of 1911 that any specialists - In' the Far East were introduced into the 
Gruppe. : The liaison between the twq Allies was at .the best an official 
one, and. the ratsial and ethnological differences between .tpem was such 
as to create a lack of interest except, in the military sphere. In any 
case the Far East ‘was too. remote from Germany for any special effort to 
be directed in that direction. Information on the Far Eastj including 
China and the Dutch East Indies, was obtained through official c h a n n e ls 
‘from the Japanese; no Amt VI representatives .were sent, to that 
theatre, the only RSHA representation being through the appointment in 
4912 of the Polizei Attache, MEISINGER, a Bavarian friend of MUELLER, 
and quite incompetent from the intelligence point -of view. It is 
significant' that at this early stage, the Referent for the Far East 
was -a mere Untorscharf uehr er . 

6. Changes before the Summer of 1911 . 

Before the major change in the. Gruppe took place with 
the start cf the Russian campaign in June 1911, there were several 
changes of a minor character, with however only slight significance. 
VTETINGHQFF -SCHEEL had. been replaced by ' Os t ubaf^VbLLHEIM as Gruppen- 
leiter, ' VOLLHEIM later to be involved in’T^^lleged. financial scandal 
round JOST, which was to be used, far an excuse for the latter's 
removal' from Amt VI by the' summer of the year. The Far-Eastern. . 

Referat ha/1 been -strengthened by the appointment :of Ostuf WEIRAUCH 
'as Referent. 'Apart from these changes, the general character of the 
‘Gruppe remained unchanged, though. the preparations for the Russian 
campaign' had prompted some intensification cf effort, against that 
• country, but -mainly through the Abt. VT. Rof carat cf thej pj^itabsclmi 1 1 
/Wien^ which had succeeded in establishing certain contacts with ~ 
'hungary and Roumania as bases. The situation however changed entirely 
in the summer of 1911. 

B. Developments after the beginning, of the Russian Campaign 
1. Reorganisation of the' Gruppe 

The turning point in the history; of, Gruppe VI G came 
in the summer of 1 911 as a. result of several independent factors. 

• There was of -'course the Russian campaign which resulted in a concen- 
tration of effort against that country, and which led to the creation 
. of Unternehmen ZEPPELIN, the most intense and- coordinated' effort 
undertaken by hny Laendergruppe of Amt VI. The Gruppe for that reason 
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alone, became the most important in .. the Amt, . and., the degree of 
coordination of work between Amt VI and the armies in the field 
reached a .level which was .not parallelled in any other theatre of 
war. Thp . Unterhehpash Zeppelin, which. .is dealt with in Fart II,. 
had certain, novel features not met with, elsewhere in the Amt . Almost' 
simultaneous with... the beginning of the campaign was .thp virtual . 
accession of. SQSEjjliEhHERG as. Aiiits.chef. with the resultant clearing., 
out of JOST's Old Brigade, vrhich in Gruppe VI C involved the dismissal 
of V0LLHE3M and the appointment of GRAEFE. A further} importarit ••• ' 
feature was the assimilation of Turkey and the Near East from Gruppe 
VI D and Gruppe VI. E, while . with the rapid occupation; of the Baltic

■' The effect of GRAEFE!s* app ointment as Gruppenleiter was 

greater ' than that 'of SCHELLENBERG as Amtsohef . GRAEFE had been Leiter 
of the Blookstelle Tilsit in 1938, and was subsequently head of the 
SD-Unterabschnitt there until 1 940, but it is. not. clear what his position 
was' in Amt VI prior to -his -appointment- as Gruppenleiter VI 6. ' It is 
known .that in 194-0 he .had. been connected with the . then Gruppe VI G, 
acting f oh a 'spell as Referent .for., the U.K., and even as Gruppenleiter 
in place of the incompetent DAWELDT soon after SCflELESNEERG; 1 s . • arrival .

No special importance had been attached to the 
Near arid Middle East as a theatre of espionage activity, by Amt Vi in 
the early, days of. the v/ar, 'in spite of the obvious advantages offered 
by Turkey as a neutral country from wliich special efforts could be 
directed against the fertile field that the Arab speaking countries 
offered for espionage and subversion* There was no. subtle reason . 
for this lack of interest, and it is not necessary to go. any further 
than the. general weakness and •inefficiency of the Amt as a whole to 
appreciate' the situation. There was no well defined Amt VX policy 
regarding the Near East and the difficulties of personnel? training, 
and> background must always be borne in mind. It was not until the 
summer of 1940 that the Amt made its first efforts at penetration

The two Arab subversive leaders, the Grand Mufti «nd 
Raschid All, whose escape from Turkey was engineered by MOYZISGH, were 
not to become prominent until 1943 . 



3. f Unternehmen : Otto' and the Midd le Ea st. 

Ref erence has already 'been made in the Liquidation Report 
on .Gruppe , VI F to the creation in August 1 942 of the special Refera,t 
VIL P/O .in Grdppe VI P to be .known as Unternehiopn Otto* This Referdt,. 

‘vrith-. executive functions over a, wide sphere Cutting across the 
Laendergruppen,. reflects the oonfused policy of Amt VI at the time, in 
the Near; East,- Hastuf MANDL was Referent for the Nher e s - Gst ; Ref erat , 
and it was- under this ill-fconpoivod organisation that the first sighs of 
agent-miss i ons made their appearance in the Near East,’ This however was 
not manifest until the summer of 1 943 > with the despatch of agents 
through. the VT P/0 subordinate formations in Greece - Dienststellen 
2000 and 3000. 

4*. The Crisis in late 1942. . 

' The crisis of the v/-ar for Germany was in the late. Autumn, 
of. 1942 with the failure to take Stalingrad and the success, of - the 
Allied counter attack at El Alamein. That orisis affected Gruppe VT 0 
in a most immediate sense, as both these theatres were under the control 
of the Gruppe, and the Gruppe, like the German High Command, had virtually 
staked everything- on the success of these military operations. The. 
failure found the Gruppe forced to improvise where improvisation should, 
not have been necessary. The neglect of the Near East in i939”42 was \ 
to tell i n 1943. Of the Par East it need only be said 'that it continued 
to play its unimportant role. 

5. MAYR’.s Bolt from the Blue. -. 

A ray of hope in the critical closing months of 11942' caine from 
Tckio, whence arrived by a most circuitous route in August 1 942 th6 message 
f rcm MATR^ iJ lo^ t * in Persia sinoe 1941, informing the Gruppe that both he, 
aniy fficHULZBv TOe former I-Luft representative in Persia, had been actively 
engaged” lft~preparing the ground in that country for further "exploitation • 
provided speedy help was forthcoming. The importance of this independent 
activity of MAYR and SOHULZE in Iran cannot be minimised when it is exam--: 
ined in- the light cf the general. war situation in August' I942i The 
German armies were fighting in the foothills of the Caucasus and at the gates 
of Egypt* Had either army been able to break through, . all the elements 
which precipitated the rapid fall of Norway, Prance and the. Low Countries 
in 1940 were operative in Iran, the vital link between Russia arid the 
Western Allies.. The success of the Fifth Column prepared by MAYR in the 
north and SCHULZE in the south depended either on the success , of the 
military operations or on speedy help by' parachute operations. As events 
turned rout, the autumn of 1942 saw the turning point in the military- 
sphere, which was not balanced by effective action by either Amt VI -or the 
Abwehr in Iran , ■■ Nevertheless, ■ MAYR 1 s message . offered an opportunity,; and 
1943 saw .the attempt to take advantage of it..;*- . .. 

........ -6*. Developments in 1943 « 

•- :A (a) :i943 . saw - the -.emphasis on. VI C(z) lessened, . and the =■ . 

efforts to find' alternative, scope in the Near . and Middle East. In June . 

1943 MANDL sent two agents to: Syria through Dienststelle 3000 with the-. • 
vague mission of carrying out sabotage, and moral subversive activities, 
a mission which failed completely. ■ In the following month, SVEDKOWIQZ, 
a Pole, was sent from the same source to . the Middle East with instructions 
to pass himself off as a Polish refugee with a view to being recruited into 
the Polish forces -in that theatre, thereafter to carry out subversive 
propaganda - a mission which met the same fate. as the first. '' .'Soon after- 1 
wards VI P/o ceased to exist, and the subordinate- .formations, .Dienststellen 
2000 and 3000, came under the. control of Gruppe VI E,' with- the subsidiary 
assignment of acting as springboards on behalf of Gruppe Vl O for/ the : .. 
despatch of agents to the Middle East.' It was under this modified . organis- 
ation that the famous MERZ, who had been recruited by MANDL far Amt VI in 
May 1943, was eventually-despatched to Syria in' October of the same year 



with alleged instruction's to* organise sah'6'tage' activities in Iraq and 
.Iran, although the . exact purpose .of the mission- f still remains doubtful, 
for which scheme he YfaSjtQ* recruit. Poles already in the. JytLdd^ft East*.* 

MEEZ was given MOYZIsdH, in Ankara as ail advance base and collaborator. 
This: mission, too was a failure, and a oostly one-^.as ; it was through the 
interrogation of MERZ that much valuable inf ormation was obtained for the 
first time on the struoture^ personalities and activities of Gruppe YI 0* 



(b) Attempts to exploit the situation in Iran : 

The critical sphere in the Middle East was however in 
Iran where much depended on the attempts to take advantage of the situation 
offered to the Amt by MAYR and SCHULZE. , There one immediate danger from 
the. Allied, point of view had been ’removed, by the capture cf some of MAYR* s 
documents by the seourity authorities, which documents , had had the inestimable 
value of allowing the Allied authorities to know the enemy with whom they had 
to contend. Nevertheless the situation was still dangerous, and was in the 
event rendered 'less dangerous. by the incorrect: interpretation of the situation 
on the part of both Gruppo VI C and the Abwehr. The cooperation that had 
existed between the SD and tjie Abwehr 'in-Persia had forced a corresponding 
degree of cooperation on the part, of the 1 same authorities in Berlin, and 
the operations carried out to- exploit the situation were, joint efforts. 

In this case however union was far from being strength, as the traditional 
rivalry could not bo overcome. In addition, the situation lent itself to 
political exploitation, a fact which MAYR did not fail to stress^ but whioh 
was not appreciated. To Amt VI,' Iran was a supply line to Russia and that 
supply line called for sabotage, 'The failure to explp^frjjran / lay ^pri mar ily 
in the divergence of -.view between MAYR and . Gruppe .VT/v; 1 ' the- man 
on the: sp.ot, was .'best .qualified to know. In the event, the^RAN Z expe dition, 
which landed in. Persia in- April : 1943, was a sabotage, mi.ssidn, as was the 
^^^^gapedi.t.ion . .in. the south; in, July. • While.iMAYR was .successful .in: 
modifying the- purpose . of the’ ERAN z expedition to suit his inte^retation of 
the situation;- ,he failed to impress the ambitious and impetuous BUEMIS, 
leader of the ANTON expedition in the South. .The situation in -Iran -as a 
result of ..these conflicting interests .’rapidly deteriorated, a. -further, con- 
tributing factor being the .changing war situation which- was. now going .-.against 
Germany, the effect of which on the potential Fif th Column constituted by 
tribee can be- imagined. A Fif th Column thrives only on the . certainty of 
success,’ and -the attitude of the tribes cooled appreciably, which was evident 
by the fact that SCHULZE and the KURMIS group spent the. following winter 
dhder-. virtual ‘arrest in . the tribes they had intended to exploit* , : ; In -the 
-North the situation collapsed completely with the arrest of -MAYR- himself 
’ ih Augus t 1 943 * 



' (o) ' The Situation by the end of 1943 if •= ••• 

By the end of the year the writing -was already on the 
wall*" VI C (2) was meeting with increasing difficulties with the continued 
success cf the Russian counter-attack, • the opportunity offered in , Persia had 
hot been seized, and while efforts were-.; now being. made in the course. of 1943 
to-'exploit the Grand Mufti- group; members of which were undergoing training 
in-Germany, these efforts could not produce any results until 1944* when the 
situation- had alreAdy irretrievably- deteriorated,- The Mufti enterprises 
themselyes had developed .too late to be : effective, and even , there ' the real 
driving force had not come from the-Amt itself but from-the effprts cf 
LORCH of Gruppe VT G and his nephew WIELAND, leader of the^ATLAS. expedition - 
in 1944. Arab activity in 1943 centred round EEISSNER hnd KOH^HAAS, 
both of whcm had had previous experience in" handling" Arabs m their activity 
with 1 the Eirisdtzkommando TuniS.;: in late 1942 and early 1943.X 

.' ' . There was however one important , exception to this general 

state of affairs in 'the CICERO m aterial, which by' .the end cf the year, was 
becoming -available from Ankara , This source was unquestionably the. most 
important 'in the history of Amt VI and represented the greatest single 
•scoop*. But even then it was not as fully exploited as it should have been.

2. • - Creation of Referat VI 0. 14, ' . . ie Amen i 

. In the oqurse of 1943 Hastuf GAMQTflA, the representative who 

had been sent ;to Iran in 1940 and who had. esoaped after the occupation of 
the. country in August 1941 by Allied forces, returned to Germary' In a blaze 
of publicity and glory as a result of his adventures in making/good his 
escape. Recognised as an 'authority 1 on Iran, . he was given the assignment 
of preparing an operation to that country to be known as the /'Norma* 
expedition an enterprise whioh did not materialise, probably "because GAMOTHA 
bad no, intention of returning, to the. country. In January 1944 however , . 
GAMOTHA was appointed Referent, of the new Referat. VI C 14, conpetent f or : 
Iran, a Referat whioh c'onbentrated its '.eff orts in the course of the year, 
oh the, formation within Germany .of a .Quisling Iranian- government, an. enter- 
prise which; eventually; led to the .arrest, cf GAMOTHA. himself , in October 1944 
as a. result of the inevitable Jealousies .between all parties ' cbifoerhed in..--, 
the affair, including SCHUBACK, , who,. opposed GAMOTHA* s nominee -for '.the. ., 
position of Prime. Minister, iu the new ^government, • The Referat was not . 
responsible • f or any mission to Iran. ■ 

• 3. . .-' ' Operations In the Near East . • ' 

. Ey -the summer of 1944 the efforts of BEISSNER and KOLHAAS 
during the previous, year /.began to take, concrete foran. KOHLHAAS was 
-9.'taitioned : - in'. : A^&ns-''‘abtitig -'there as the forwarding agency for agents sent , 
to -the country from EEISSNER.'in Berlin. Ih' July 1944 EETAY w as’ sent to. 
Syria to establish himself there and await further Instructions 
frm VT Ov instructions which did not reach i him. as he was arrested 



immediately on'a*rrival. An effort was made to strengthen the chain 
between Berlin, Athens and the Middle East by the establishing of a 
further link in Istanbul in the person of the Greek EMAN UEL, .whose 
function was to aot as liaison officer between KOHLHAAS and missions 
.sent by the latter to the Middle East through Turkey, EMANUEL met 
the same fate as LETAY, In. September 1 944 the CHACUN group, including 
one Arab of the Mufti organisation was despatched to Syria only to 
join LETAY in captivity* 

..The, story of failure in these Near East enterprises was 
continued in the ATLASekpediti on, which, after much . preparation under 
;VI Cj WIELAND and H^^SuPTI, much wrangling, between the MUFTI and VI C 
. as..to^who should be in charge of the expedition on landing, and many 
technical difficulties in : equipping and despatching the mission, was 
finally despatched' on the 5 th October .1944 to Palestine, enl ovingffi / n U, rnth tv ‘AG 
eleven days' liberty before being arrested by the Allied authori ties_,“_^--" 

The MUFTI proved to be a costly failure. The only other operation to 
Arab territory involving the use of his followers was the / TELfgAR r 
expedition which landed in Iraq in November 1914. This opefffELon 
consisted of four Arabs without any German in charge, the Arabs being 
members of the MUFTI groups which had undergone training at the Hague 
sabotage school the previous year. The enterprise had been directed 
by the MUFTI himself and not by VI C, though of course the latter were 
aware of its nature. The group was provided with Tf/T, and had the 
mission of organising armed bands to attack Jews and Jewish interests 
in Iraq and Palestine. Two of the party were arrested a few hours after 
landing. 



With the failure of the Atlas expedition, VI. C activity in 
the Near and Middle East came to an end apart from, the lone mission of 
RIg OS. who had been trained from July 1944 by KOHLHAAS and arrived in 
Turkey -in F ebruary 1945 to bo detained immediately on arrival. The nature 
of his. mission remains obscure, but in any case the enterprise was a failure, 

4. Reorganisation of the Gruppe 

The Gruppoxno./ underwent a major reorganisation in September 
1944. The Gruppe. was reduced to four Abteilungen, each with its own 
Ref era te, the structure of the Gruppe now being

The development of interest was the increased attention now 
paid to tho Par East, as it was now apparent that information on that 
theatre was badly lacking and the attitude towards the Japanese themselves 
was now hardening, even in official circles. Specialists with the necessary 
background were now introduced into the Abteilung and plans made for the 
despatch of agents to the Far East, but again the change came at too late 
a date to be effective. The subsequent development of Abteilung VI C 4 
is dealt with in Part IV. 

The subsequent changes in Gruppe VI C have no other signif- 
icance than to indicate the growing confusion on all fronts, but especially 
in the East. In November the whole Gruppe was instructed t.q concentrate 
on Russia only, only small seotions being left in Abteilungen VI C 3 and 1+,

2. Unternohmen Zeppelin ■ 

.* The ' whbld' ; .woi^ht ■ of Vtoo subsequent .efforts of Gruppe VI C 
became .control An on enterprise known as* .. , Untornohmon Zoppelin f : 
it is. '.almost. certain ' that Amt VI v/ork;/against Russia in any other 
direction* either did not exist or wap of very, little consoquonoo. ' 
T^ore; was a certain amount of activity directed by VJ C through'. 

Turkey., employing KEDlA’s* Georgian circles,,, and towards- the end, ah 
effort- to ponetrato into Russia' through tho Scan d^ayian 1 contacts : 
Tho-KEDIA enterprise was of oomo value but tho - Sceoidinavian effort 
was merely' an indication 1 of the collapse of Unternohmen Zoppelin on 
the Enstorn Front in oajly 1945 and had no other significance. ^The 
idea was to exploit thgy ^ondorkomimando Nord u nder .

Unternohmon Zeppolih. v/as ihdood a unique feature of Ant VI 
work and dops not find any parallol in othor Lacjndor,gruppon. It 
represented an enormous organisation' with oxtonsivb ramifications 
.. throughout*. ,thp Eastern Front: it is net surprising that; its . de- 

velopment boro closo relationship to the' varying fortunos of war on 
that front a. consequoncc* of which is that it presents a comprehensive 
picture on broad linos,., but a very confused picture in detail. 
Information , on tho organisation has only boon forthcoming since tho ' 
collapse of Germany * as previous to that’ only its oxistonco was known, 
nothing of its • internal’ structure , aims, methods. And successes. The 

* evidence: at prosont available sorvos bnly to provide a general picture, 

as there oro many contradictions in detail: for tho puroosos of this 

publication thoroforo, nothing nor o will bo attomptod than to provide 
tho broad linos of its origins and development from 1941 ! onwards . 

3* '. Origins of Untomohmai Zeppelin ■ . j 

It scorns probably that at tho beginning of tho Russian campaign, 
Gruppe VI C had some representation in tho Sipo and SD Einsat^toramondos 
which moved forward with tho^Armios: nothing howovor succoodod liko 

success on tho Eastern Front - by the ond of tho year over a million 
Russian prisoners had boon taken and it was from this enormous pool 
that Gruppo VI C Jovolopod its Eastern Front organisation. Many of 
tho Russian prisonors offered thoir services to tho Gorman I.S. and 
. Q-s a tactical expedient small Kommandos of such voluntoors woro formed 

• under tho direction of a Gorman officer of senior N.C.O. 'in order to 
exploit thoir language knowlodgo and to help in tho interrogation of 
further batches of FWs. Thoso Kommandos pas sod under tho control of 



Gruppo VI C, as it was roalisod that thoro was -much good material 
in FW cagos for ospionago purposos. 

4. Groation of Untomohmen Zoppolin in 1942 t 

Tho early oxploitation of Russian IWs had boon largely confined 
to tactical purposes: tho first chock to tho German advance in tho 

winter of 1^41 and stabilisation of tho front lossonod considerably 
tlio omplasis on tactical oxploitation end in tho spring of 1942, 
chiefly duo to tho vigorous and far sooing policy of GRAEHR, it was 
decided to concentrate tho work of Gruppo VI C against Russia in 
dovolopi'ng tho v/ork of tho small Kommandos montionod in tho previous 
paragraph, enlarging tho scope of those Kommandos and making available? 
to tho now organisation all othor sour o os of information about Russia 
available to Ant VI;.- mainly those provided by tho* various ovort research 
institutes doaling with tho East#' In this, way tho now organisation^ 
hone of or th to bo known as , Untornohmon Zoppolin* was created, probably 
somo timo during tho early summer of 1942, 

5 • Main charaotoriotics of Untornohmon Zeppelin 

The now organisation had some.- notable features: it on joyed a 

high dogroo of indopondonco, and had at first only slight connection 
‘ with the central office of Gruppo VI C in Berlin. It oporatod prim- 
arily as a solf-containod field unit working in close co-oporation 
with tho armios in tho fiold, GRAEFE as Grupponloitor took of course 
a very direct intorost in tho development of tho Untornohmon but' his 
p or s onal ' intorost did hot provont his’ encouraging a high degree of 
decentralisation from Borlin. A vory small directing staff ; only was 
maintainod in Borlin undor GRAEFE, tho main work is training and 
rocruitmont being carriod out from tho camps sot up undor tho 
Hauptkommandos in tho fiold. 

In addition to tho indepondont status of tho now organisation, 
tho. other . most noteworthy, feature was tho high dogroo of concentration . 

Tho scheme was. diroctod towards obtaining oconomic and' political 
information regarding Russia from all possible sourcos, though mainly 
through tho oxploitation of Prisoners of War# . Tho information thus 
obtained was to bo. handled by specialists on those subjects, a, principle 
which entailed a high .dogroo of collaboration with othor institutions, 
mainly tho Research Institutes on Russia* which oporatod overtly before 
tho war# A result of this was that Gruppe VI G undor KRALLERT co-oporatod 
raoro closoly with Gruppo VI C than with any ^othor . Laondorgruppo #• It 
is not surprising thoroforo to find that during tho period of its* most 
effootivo v/ork, tho obtaining of . information, its evaluation, and 
collation wixh bthor information available roachod a highor standard 
in Untornohmon Zoppolin than in any othor Gruppo. 



Tho weakness of tho system lay in its close dopondonco on 
military developments : v/hon tho Gorman armios began thoir retreats, 

tho effectiveness of Untornohmon Zoppolin was corrosondingly groatly 
.docroasod# 

6 • • Mothods of Untornohm o n Zeppelin 

Tho basis method omployod by Untornohmon Zoppolin in its task 
of obtaining all manner of information concerning Russia was in tho 
handling of Prisoners of War . The FW camps providod not only agent 
material but othor nocossary information for tho training and briofing 
of agents - equipment, identity papers, local conditions, etc. The 
prisoners wore subjoctod.to an elaborate scroening process, tho first 



.stages of .which provided general information, at the same time sodding 
out those prisonore who sconjod suitable for espionage work, those 
candidates being sent to a series of camps for further training* TJso 
standards sot in the earlier days of the ontorpriso wore high - sabotage 
training lasted throo wooks, whilo espionage training took as long as 
throe months: tho combined sabotage- ospionago courso lastpd six. months* 

It was a rule that agents rocruitod had to bo voluntcors for tho work* 

Tho original policy adopted was to 'recruit ancl train masses of 
PWs counting only on a cor tain percentage 'of returns* This procedure, 
had however to bo modified when tho tido turned against Gormany*, and 
mass deployment of agonts was droppod and a higher percentage of successos 
was looked .for. . •

The Legionowo Camp in the suburbs of Warsaw was reserved for the 
training of Turke stans only. Very few Turkestans were eventually 
used for. Unternehmen Zeppelin operations, the majority of the 
trainees being transferred to the Tufkestan Legion for military opera- 
tions,' The oamp, whioh was under the oammand of Stubaf ZINKE, was 
liquidated in the latter half of 1943> the trainees being sent to the 
Sandberge camp. 



ix) CampB oiftHauptkommando Sud : - 

Little is known of the training camps of 'Hauptkommando Sud: the 
Kcanmando had its headquarters in late 1942 in the Crimea near Jewpatoria, 
and the training camps, under Stubaf KURRECK, Stubaf ROEDER (the- original 
Leiter of. the whole Unternehmen Zeppelin) and Stubaf KLEINERT. The 
Kowmando withdrew, in the general German retreat but detailsof its 
locations and operations are lacking.

Sonderlager |T' was a special camp set up at Breslau-Oswitz where 
Russian volunteer technicians woro enabled to carry on their researoh 
and. construction work under favourable conditions. The enterprise 
yielded such good results that it was decided to extend its scope, the 
result being the formation of Sonderlager 'L' .

Sonderlager * L ' represented an extension of the activities of 
Sonderlager 'T' to include research into economic and statistical 
matters relating to the U. Si’S.R. In this way valuable statistics,* 
maps, charts, and information -on the Russian communication system were 
made available to VI 0 (z) for use in their projected operations. In 
early 1944 the camp was . transferred to BLAMAU in the NIEDERDONAU area, 

• as a. reBult of the Russian advances and in order to establish closer 
liaison with the Forschungsdienst Ost at St. Lamprecht and with the 
Wapsee Institute at PLANKENwARTH.

i) The Einsatz General BESSAN.O W.iV- 

General^ESSANOW was a Russian PW who was chosen by, VI C (Z) 
as the leader of an. operation involving the dropping by parachute of 
hundreds of. trained agents in the Archangel area where large PW camjps, 
and concentration camps were situated. The scheme planned in early 
1943» . aimed at setting free the German PWs and inciting the internees 
in the concentration camps to revolt. For this purpose a special 
camp was set up in the Troppau area of Sudetenland. The operation was 
never carried into effect owing to suspicion of BESoANOW himself who 
was eventually sent to a concentration. camp himself. 

ii) ^Unternehmen ULH : - 

Unternehmen ULM was a large-rscale sabotage enterprise under- 
taken by Gruppb' VI C in the latter half of 1943: its objeotive -was to 

lessen the productive power of* Russian factories in- the Urals area 
by attacking the electric power circuits supplying the factories. A 
group of same sixty Russians with the necessary looal knowledge was 
formed under the leadership of 1 a Russian refugee from Belgrade, Hast uf 
ySMJENOV. The training was carried out at the. Sonderlager 'L* (see 
above), which 'was responsible for the provision of all the necessary 
technical information.

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Owing to delays caused by the lack of aircraft the original 
scheme had to be abandoned and only part of the group Was employed 
against alternative targets in the VOLOGDA area. No information is 
available on the results of the enterprise. The remaining trainees 
were subsequently used for sabotage operations in Croatia.

aa-The leading figure in Unternehmen Mainz was the Georgian 
SachanOEDIA. .a cheese-merchant in Paris, who offered his services 



to the G.I.S. ‘ KEDIA cldiiiied to have many contacts in: the Caucasus 
area from whom' information on Russia oould be . obtained. KEDIA’s 
offer 1 was accepted by Gruppe VI C (it is' known- that KEDIA was also 
connected in some way with Abwehr II at one time) and was eventually 
installed at BATUli on' the Turkish frontier* Through small groups 
of agents crossing- the frontier, KEDIA passed weapons,. I sabotage and. 
propaganda material into Russia and. in return obtained, quantities 
of printed material, books and periodicals, <?f all kinds, most of 
which was made available to the research department s of Unternehmen 
Zeppelin. !

CONCLUSION 



The above brief notes 3erve only to give some idea of the : 
scope and comprehensiveness of Unternehmen "Zeppelin: . there is so- for . 
little indication of what. measure of success attended Gruppe VI C . 
for the enormous expenditure . of time,, .training and agents involved 
in the scheme. : It can, however, be said that Unternehmen Zeppelin 
was a far better Conceived operational enterprise , than |ar\jr other under- 
taken by Amt VI, probably owing to the enterprise and enthusiasm of . . - 
the .Gruppe nle iter, GRAEFE. The Unternehmen lost, much lof. its effec- 
tiveness after' his death, and was unable to. staM -the. strain pf; the 
Russian advances in 1944. There are also indications that the 
Russian themselves were active in counter-espionage work against 
VI C (z), with what all-round success Is unknown, as only isolated 
cases of the results of their work haye been mentioned. 1 .

1 . .. Controlling Ref grate . 

In 1939-40 Turkey and the Near East came under the control cf 
Referat VI D 5 under Hastuf HAGEN, Gruppe VI D at that time being 
responsible for the 'Sud-Ost', embracing the Balkan States and Greece 
as well. as s the territory of VI D 5. In this organisation therefore 
it was obviously the intention that penetration of the Near East 
should be carried out f ran Greece, in support of which theory there 
is the fact that MOYZISCH in 1940 was briefed for his mission to Turkey 
by LANGLOTZ, Ref erent VP D. 4 covering Bulgaria and Greece. The 
territory remained under the same . Gruppe when it was renamed Gruppe VI 
B in 1940-1. ' In 1941 Turkey, the Near and Middle East finally passed 

to Gruppe VI C, VI C 12 being competent for Turkey,, Iran, arid Afghanistan, 
under Has tuf SCHUBACK, while VI 0 13 dealt with the Arab countries under 
Ang . ; EM . This organisational structure continued until January 1 944 when 

the new Referat VI C 14 was created under Hastuf GAMOTHA to deal with Iran. 
Finally in September 1944, Abteilung VI C 3 became competent far the whole 
area under Hastuf SCHUBACK, The sub-dividions of the Abteilung are go 
far unknown. 

2. Prominent Personalities . 

Apart from the Gruppenleiter, Ostubof GRAEFE (now dead), the 
most prominent personality concerned with the Near East was Hastuf 
SCHUBACK, Referent VI C 12 since 1941, and later Leiter Abteilung 
VI C. 3 • : The other VI C officers closely identified with the preparation 

anddbspatch of missions were Stubaf BEISSNER, the so-called Arab expert 
of* Amt VI who Joined the Gruppe in 1943 after a period cf service in : 
dealing .with Arabs in the Einsatzkommando Tunis. With him was Hastuf 
KQHEHAAS also of the Einsatzkommando Tunis, BEISSNER, acting as Referent 
: V3r. : C i3, and KOHLHAAS being stationed in Greece as the despatching agenoy 
•.frqm that' territory. K0HI1IAAS had replaced Ha s tu^yfAPPENBO ECK and 
■ HastuffffiSYLITZ in that oapaoity, Haschaf LENGLING acted- for" v a*short 
period as Referent VI C 13 'in 1943 before being arrested for fraud. 
SCHUBACK' s, deputy was Os tuf BELLING. It, is worth nothing that so far 
none of these personalities have been arrested. • 

3. Turkey ' 

„ (a) MOYZISCH in Ankara 



The first Amt VI efforts at the exploitation of the 
Middle East as a field of operations did not take place until the summer 
of 1940, when MOYZISCH was sent to Ankara by LANGLOTZ, then Referent VI 
D 4* MOYZISCH took up his appointment as assistant Commercial Attache in 
the German Bnbaesy in June 1940, being followed shortly afterwards by 
DUPLITZER, who took up a similar appointment in Istanbul. 

MOYZISCH possessed no special qualifications for the post 
he had to fill, but in his case certain factors operated in favour of 
Amt VI resulting in MOYZISCH proving to be one of the more successful 
Hauptbeauf tragte chosen by JOST. There was no well organised policy 
behind the appointment of MOYZISCH and there was very little connection 
between the more impressive paper organisation of Amt VI in 1939-40 and 
the actual work carried out by it. MOYZISCH however had the misfortune 
in German eyes' of hairing Jewish blood in his veins, and in consequence 
welcomed the appointment to neutral territory where he would be reasonably 
safe from any aotion taken against him because of his suspected Jewish 
parentage. His subsequent activity in Ankara was dependent on two consid- 
erations - his concern not to indulge in any activity that would either lead 
him to fall foul of the Foreign Office representative or which would promote 
bad relations between himself and the Turkish authorities, either of which 
eventualities might lead to a request for his recall to Germany, together with 
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his equally great concern • to give sufficient satisfaction to Amt VI • 

in order that his recall' would not come from that, direction, MOYZISCH 
therefore pursued a policy of caution, .one which suited Amt VI well, 
as the normal Hauptbeauf tragte' appointed in,' the early days, . sharing 
’ MOYZISCH' s lack of training and background^ had not tarried in estab- 
■ 'V “lishi^g bad relations all round. • 

■(b) DUPLITZER in Is tanbul rf^ \ 

The contrast was well marked in Istanbul where DUPLITZER 
young, untrained, and :erratic, soon got himself into, the bad graces cf 
the German Consul, with the result that his recall, was frequently urged 
both by the Consul and by MOYZISCH himself . DUPLITZER, however, stayed 
put and was- the only representative in Istanbul until the arrival of :

(c) Influence cf G-RAEFE in 1941.

The ^original assignment given to MOYZISCH had been s imply 
to- submit regular reports bn the,- political situation in Turkey, without 
any suggestion of using the country as a base for operations against 
'neighbouring territory. The value of Turkey as such a base was not lost 
: on -GRAEFE when he took over, as Gruppenle iter in 1941 as was evidenced 

by his instructions to MOYZISCH . to extend his functions to' cover the 
• Near East, Eventually it was decided to allow MOYZISCH to carry on in 
Ankara and to' supplement him by the , appointment of PAST, whose specific 
assignment was' to. work independently of MOYZISCH and working from 
'• Ankara,- to recruit agents' for penetration into the 'neighbouring' Arabic 
countries. •• *: .. ... • 

• (d)- The Appointment of., WOLF in 1942 . 

The, major development cf note in 1942, was the appointment cf 
Reg 'Rat "WOLF as Vice-Consul in Istanbul, a position he took up in June of 
that .year.. WOLF, curiously enough, was an Amt. IV officer, his previous 
experience having been confined to conducting special Investigations on 
behalf' 'of Amt IV : in Norway and the Low Countries. While therefore untrained 
in Amt VI work, WCEF had had considerable experience, in his own police 
duties ahd'was well fitted for tho assignment he was; given. This assignment 
'.' ; was- that of establishing 'close and. personal relations both with the Turkish 

' ’. Police and Turkish Intelligence Services in order to . e^qploit the possibility 

. ' !; - : cf working with them, while in addition he had the tasks, more in keeping 

with his previous experience, of supervising consular and diplomatic circles 
in Turkey with a view to checking, any attempts on the part of these circles to 
contact the Allies,- and also to discover whether any; channels of communications 
existed through Turkey between resistance organisations in German, occupied 
. territory and their headquarters outside the country; 

(e) Relations with the Foreign Office Representative in Turkey 

A- notable feature of Amt VI work, in Turkey was the relation- 
ship betw'een the ! ' Amt VI representatives and. von ’ PAPEN, the Foreign Office 
representative. \ The .customary relationship between' these two services in 
other spheres was never cordial and the reasons for the 'state of affairs in 
' Turkey was ' due not only , to MOYZISCH’ s conciliatory and cautious attitude, but 
to the fact that PAPEN himself did not seeqye to eye; with RIBBENTROP and 
found MOYZISCH useful at times for' circumventing normal channels. The exchange 
on. information between., the two departments was free, a fact which enhanced the 
reputation of MOYZISCH iri the eyes cf Amt VI. PAPEN on occasions passed report 
through Amt VI rather than through his. own channels, especially when these 
reports contained recommendation^ contrary to RIBBENTROP' s own policy regarding 
'Turkey, with the hope that they would reach HIMMLER' through SCHELLENBERG.

(f) Relations with the Tu rkish Intelligence Services . 

With ttie reorganisation of the Gruppe in the summer of 1944 and 
the joint appointment of GRAEFE and SOHELIENBERG as Gruppenleiter and Amtschef 
respectively, there started a series of attempts to establish collaboration 
between Amt ' VI, and . the Turkish intelligence Services. At, that time apd during 
the course of the following year, the general war situation was very much in 
favour cf Germany and the time seemed opportune to woo the Turkish authorities 
from their official standing with the Western Allies. ; The hope cf success . in 
this venture lay not only in the generally favourable situation, but also in 
the faqt that Turkey, while seeking friendship, with the Allies, had also a 
clbep-sefited fear cf the Soviet Uniott, 
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GRAEFE himself visited. Ankara soon after his, appointment to 
urge MOYZISCH to take the first steps^nd in early 1942 a meeting toojc place 
between MOYZISCH, PAPEN, and, HE^lfthe head of the Turkish I.S., a meeting 
whiohhowever produoed no results^ The efforts were continued during the next 
year and SCHELLENBERG himself .visited Turkey in July ,1943 for a similfr 
purpose bu^ again without suooess. 

;. The importance attached to this matter by Amt VI was. 
evidenced by WOIP's appointment to Istanbul in June 1 94-2 , one of his 
specific assignments being to establish contact with. the Turkish Intelligence 
Service., .The official meetings between the two services were, . howevpr, 
arranged, only through MOYZISCH in Anjcjira, WOLF confining himself to establish- 
ing contact with a . cer taij ^ERRUH^ working for the ^Turkish I.S., a contact 
which in a.ny oase did not, materialise until early , 1944 ., . 



. j. .. The efforts of Amt VI in this direction were a failure in the 
essential points, as no working arrangement was ever agreed to; • the Turkish 
attitude was cf course conditioned by the developments on the fighting fronts, 
her early policy being to maintain a balanoe between Germany and Britain without 
c ommi tting herself to either side, but after the Russian successes from 1943 
onwards, her .concern was, .to act as intermediary between the two powers with a 
view .to strengthening her position against Russia.. In the circumstances, there- 
f ore,... it was never Turkey's policy to : cpmpromise her intelligence service with 
Germany, while at -the same time :makihg unofficial contacts for immediate benefit

1942- onwards both MOYZISCH and lator WOLF had established contacts with 
'the Turkish.-. I, S. without any definite polioy being agreed on. MOYZISCH on 
• his side had established relations from an early date with BAYRAMOGLU. who 
.was connected.yath the Turkish I.S. and through .whom various approaches were 
™ndn by. that service: on matters '• involving bpth Turkish and German Foreign 
policy in the Mediterranean, especially .regarding the .status of the -Dodecanese 
Islands under Italian control. It was BAYRAMOGLU too who acted as intermediary 
between PAEEN and. PERKED prior to their meeting in early 1942, while after the 
'break in Turkish-German relations in' the Summer' of 1 944, he again approached 
■ MOYZISCH with an offer that he should act as an Intermediary between Berlin 
and the Western Allies with a view to inaugurating, peace- talks, a move which 
would. have suited Turkey's foreign polioy. /This approaoh was abortive. 
.Throughout their asBooiation, however, BAYRAMOGLU . furnished MOYZISCH. with 
...information on diplomatic matter? of interest to Germany. 



The approach to 7/OIF, in February 1944 through FERRUH had 
similar motives, and after preliminary discussions, FERRUH ; gaye .more. definite 
indications of good faith by supplying WOEF with information on .(the imminence 
. .of . the. Vermehren volteyface, and subsequent information on the ; off orts of 
Germans in Turkey to seek . the right, of Turkish asylum. Again, in May 1944, 
the Turkish authorities connived at,, and even assisted in the -passage ;of Geor- 
gian agents of Abwehr II over the Ttiroo-Russian border, under the leadership 
of the Georgian minority leader, KEDIA. The approach took concrete form 
immediately prior to the formal .severance cf relations between Turkey and 







Germany with the suggestion from the Turkish side that the German, 
representatives should remain in contact by W/T with FEERUH to whcsn 
a W/T set was provided for the purpose, in order that a link should be 
maintained between WOLF and Berlin, Through this means WOLF and ST3ELE, 
the Consul, kept in intermittent contact with Berlin until January 1 945 . 

(h) Other Contacts in Turkey , 

'* ’ Apart from a few paid agents of minor importance, the contacts 
for information purposes established by MOYZISCH were in journalistic oircles 
such as the' Trans ocean and DNB services and in business .circles, most of whom 
were Germans established in Turkey with good connections. In addition, he 
collaborated closely with AOKI, a Japanese diplomat in the country politically 
well informed, who also supplied MOYZISCH / Wi£h Russian newspapers fort onward 
transmission to Berlin, and wit^ V/IITANBNr ^the Finnish military attache in 
Ankara, who offered in August 1914 to send information on behalf of MOYZISCH 
to Berlin as -well as to Helsinki in the event of. the latter being unable to 
maintain contact in view of the impending break in Turo o-German relations. . 

Tfiis arrangement. was left in the hands of MOYZISCH’ s W/T assistant PATEK 
for technical details. 

In Istanbul WOIif established contact with representatives of 
the Bulgarian Intelligence Service, who supplied information on the general 
political situation, and with an agent of the Czech I.S. which however 
represented, an attempt at penetration by that servioeu^A more notable contact 
in. view of subsequent events was that wi t^ tjRLATL\NOr OT^ the Roumanian I.S. 

Prom early 1943 onwards WOIF was iri. close t oucK witlnV URLAT IANO who supplied 
information on the internal Roumanian political situation. When URLATIANO was 
relieved of his position as Consul in May 1944, stteps wore taken by SCHUBACK 
to recruit him as a stay-behind agent in Turkey; this recruitment is dealt 
with under the ’Mob’ organisation below, ' 

(1) The 'Mob* Organisation . 

The ^Mob 1 organisation was the name given to the stay-behind 
network to be set up py' /ant VI in Turkey in aooordanoe with the general 
instructions to all Aiiit , VT representatives in neutral and occupied territory 
to prepare ,1-Netze . and R-Nctze in the event of Allied invasion or expulsion 
from:, neutral! territory. Instructions for the preparation of the network were 
given toboth-WOIF'-and MOYZISCH in the course of 1 943 > but v/hile the scheme was 
regarded with a certain amount of enthusiasm in Berlin, it received a very luke-- ; 
waiw» reception from both Amt VI representatives in Turkey. In Is tanbul KROEGER, 
the' W/T operator at the Consulate-General, was re*crui ted for the purpose, but ’ 

though agreeing to the assignment, had no intention of carrying it out. , WOLF 
for his pdrt pleaded lack of trained personnel, pointing but that only 
URLIATIANO was equipped for such a task. It was for this purpose therefore that 
SCHUBACK visited Turkey to contact URLATIANO personally and to make arrangements . 
The other links in the- Istanbul sector were provided by VT C. Mari or^RAIB. 
arrived in Turkey in November 1.943 as a link, but lef t f or Germany "again ~in 
August 1944 on the instructions of WOIF himself, as he considered him completely ; 
.blown with the ..Turks A At about the same time SCHUBACK sent, a Swiss, Louis , 
~j^ TfliELLER.^ to aot in a similar capacity, but the link did not operate. Finally, 
an Italian rmme^& ENg V^I arrived in February 1944 to set himself up with the 
help of DUPLITZER. GMCVESI; however, destroyed his set as he considered the 
mission too dangerous. The main hope in Istanbul was URLATIANO; the link 
operated for a short time only, but .his activities were known to the Turkish 
I.S : .,. as FERRUH revealed in making his approach to WQiF in January 1945. 

.. If the success of the Mob organisation was vory limi ted in the 
Istanbul, area, the position in Ankara was still vreaker as a result of the 
attitude of MOYZISCH, who took steps, to. ensure that the scheme would not work. 

Two agents were reoruited on instructions from Berlin, but in one case 
MOYZISCH gave ho. instructions to the agent concerned, in the other case altered 
the final ins -true t ions from Berlin regarding the date on which contact was to be 
^ orc 4 ?r that the link would not become effective. 
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In the circumstances theref ore it. is not surprising that, the 
attempts at a network in Turkey were a complete failure. 

( j) The Break in Turkish Relations with Germany . 

The breakwith Turkey 'Came in August’ 1944; as a result 
the. German representatives in the country were interned, including all 
the Amt VI personnel. Operations .came to an end, except for the link 
which was preserved thrpugh the Turkish I.S., as explained in. paragraph 
(gjf; above,.. , and for the offer of WIITANEM mentioned in paragraph (h) , the 
results '^'iWliich are unknown. . :• 'Yi'.^r 

. (k) . Tho^icero Material, v 

" 1 1 1 , |IP M .... 

The Cicoro case represents the greatest scoop on the part 
of Amt VI in any .theatre of. thiir operations. Prom November 1943 until 
March. 1944 MOYZISCH in Ankara was successful in establishing a source ctf 
information which provided material of consistently high importance obtained . . 
from direct access to secret documents relating to British interests in the 
Middle East, . The material .thus obtained was passed immediately back to 
Amt VI, but it is a somewhat, ironical feature of the Cicero material that 
its inportance was such that/in tho byes * of Amt VI it was- treated with reserve, 
as It was suspected of being in the nature of an Allied plant. Intelligent 
use of the material might have given’ the Germans invaluable information on the 
Second Front*. In addition to this military Inf ormation, the documents provided 
high grade political information. The source stopped completely in March 1944# 

(l) , The Remo Organisation , 



Tho exact nature of tho PASHA and REMO organisations is still 
one of the unexplained points in the Middle East, and it is only possible at 
the moment to indicate tho broad lines of the available evide&oe. 



The leading personality was a certain 



Di'^RE 



REICHERT who was the 



Near East representative of the Deutsche Nachriohtenbuero £h Cairo before the 
outbreak' of war. EEIQHERT was deported, as an undesirable alien, and from the 
end.: af 1940 continued his work in Turkey, where he remained until the beginning 
of 1942. Through his connections with the DNB, REICHERT was instrumental in 
building up a well- organised information service, with sources probably in Cairo 
itself. The organisation was not directed either by. Amt VI- or by the Abwehr, bi 
the information obtained by REICHERT; was made available to these -two departments 
according to. its nature. In addition REICHERT, also- supplied information to the 
Embassy, the Propaganda Ministry, and the Foreign Office. .His chief assistant 
in. this activity was an Italian journalist, najnetf$ fcAMBONI • 

The information supplied by REICHERT'S organisation,, which went 
. under the, name of ^ASHA in the Abwehr = ansflfeijMQ. in Amt VI, was of. .sufficiently 
high quality, to mak&" S^HEIIEI'roERG suspioious^oi* its authenticity. It. was for 
this reason that Has tuf MOHR was sent to Istanbul in 1942 with the .assignment of 
working with REICHERT in order to establish whether or not 'the information 
obtained through these sources was genuine or smoke. ' 



■ The sources of the PASHA and REMO organisation are still unknown, 
and unfortunately REICHERT himself cannot supply the answer as ho was killed 
in an accident early in 1,943. ZAMBONI returned to Italy in July 1943 when the 
network ceased to operate, ZAMBONI himself' was arrested in Rome and sent to 
Berlin for interrogation; as tho Germans themselves were still uncertain as to 
the reliability of REICHERT'S organisation. 



ZAMBONI is now under, interrogation at AFHQ, and the results of his 
interrogation may be instrumental in clearing up the outstanding points in the 
REMO organisation. The other personality who, should be treated as a priority 
target in connection with this still outstanding problem is Hastuij feDHR. himself, 
who returned to Germany some time in 1944, and was last rep ort'ed'Tn*April 1943 a" 
Reuter in Southern Germany. 
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■ 4. Persia 

(a) Recruitment of MAYR and GAMOTHA; - 

The first efforts of Amt VI at exploiting Persia 
as a sphere of operations wore indeed half-hearted, but made a good 
illustration of the working methods of the Amt at that early date. Early 
in 1940 Ramon GAMOTHA and Fran MAYER volunteered for service in, the 
Middle East and were acoepted by, JOST as prospective Beauftragte for the 
Amt in Persia, Neither of the now recruits had any background experience 
of the country whatever, nor was their knowledge of the language on any 
higher level:- their qualifications for intelligence work apart from 
these two hot inconsiderable faotors wore likewise nil. Nor could they 
in the position in which they found themselves look 'to Amt VT for guidance 
and training as the Amt had nothing -to offer them. There was no Ref erat 
at that time competent for the oountry and the best that JOST oould do for 
them was to attach them for a spell to the then Gruppe VI H under Staf 
KNOCHEN (later BdS Paris) which purported to specialise in such subjects 
as freemasonry, Semitism etc, outside Germany, the connection between 
that Gruppe and Iran not being too clear. Nevertheless the two agents 
.Bpent a short spell there virtually wasting time, although the Amt did 
rise on occasion to the provision of a few bocks on Persia itself, JOST 
. meantime was engaged in his normal difficulties of trying to persuade the 
.. Epreign Office to grant the necessdry visas. 
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Tired of waiting both MAYR and GAMOTHA applied to be 
,re,.tur.ned to the Army, a request whioh was granted. .Eventually however the 
■_V;isa3;WQrQ ready by August 1940> and after a false start which took them as 
jfar’ as Moscow before returning to Berlin because of .further complications 
with the Foreign. Office, the two Beauftragter finally left for Persia in 
October. 



(b) . Mission of MAYR and GAMOTHA : - 

In reality, their troubles now only began, not 
however by reason of the complexity of the mission assigned to them, which 
consisted, merely of making themselves acquainted with the. country and their 
surroundings pending tho receipt of further instructions from Berlin, They 
were inevitably fated to come into conflict with the Foreign Office 
representatives. Their position on arrival therefore was that they were 
.both untrained in intelligence and in W/T, had received 'no instructions in 
sabotage methods, had been unable to obtain any accurate information on the 
country itself prior to their departure, wer£< given no connections already 
existing in the country which they, oould profitably exploit, .had been given 
no channel of communications apart fran the Foreign Office, which facilities 
wei*e promptly refused them and last but not least, had been given no specific 
instructions on the nature of their mission. It is hardly surprising there- 
fore that the success or otherwise cf their stay in Iran would depend 
entirely on the intelligence and enthusiasm which they themselves displayed and 
not on any guidance from Amt VT. 



(c) The Allied Occupation in August 1941 :- 

Tite events turned out their official stay in the 
country was destined to be of short duration. In August 1941 > Russian 
and Allied troops occupied the oountry following on the attempted Arab 
revolt, an event which took the German colony completely by surprise and 
which oauaed both MAYR and GAMOTHA to seek their own way of escape. 

GAMOTHA succeeded after a hazardous journey in reaching Turkey where he was 
interned. for a spell before returning to Germany in 1943 while MAYR sought 
refuge among iha . tribes with whom he had established contact. The results 
achieved by the two during their stay had of course been negligible, except 
for the. contacts 1 whioh MAYR had py id e among the tribes, a factor which v/as to 
prove of imp'ortanoe later. MAYR remained in hiding throughout the winter 
during which time cf course he was out of contact with Amt VI who were unaware 
of his whiaredboutB, 

r '*y ,'V.v - - - . - 
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(a). SCHULZE at Tabriz:- ' ' ' 

During MAYR's stay in, Teheran he. had contacted Dr. SCHULZE, 
the I Luf t representative at Tabriz. SCHULZE had arrived there, in May 
1941 to carry out .normal Abwehr functions. In August 1941 SCHULZE 
attempted to escape Into Afghanistan but was arrested near the border and 
returned to Teheran, where he was successful in obtaining sanctuary in the 
German Legation, claiming diplomatic cover. While negotiations were proc- 
eeding for his tro.nsfor to Allied authorities, SCHULZE succeeded r In escaping 
and remained in hiding in the Teheran area for seme eight months, in company 
with his wife. The situation therefore during the winter of 1941 "42 was 
that both Amt VI and the •‘‘•bwehr had representatives in hiding in Persia 
without ;, however either service being aware of their 'location or being able 
to. mke' : b 6 htact with them. The subsequent events in Persia depOhdei entirely 
on the personal initiative' of these two representatives..' 

, (e) . Developments in February 1942 :- 

MAYR for his part remained politically inactive during the 
winter months In the Teheran region and it was hot until early in 1942 that 
he felt safe enough to restart his activities. . By this time MAYR had got 
the. •feel* of the., oountry, and had already conceived himself in the role cf 
a second ’Lawrenpe of Arabia 1 , this time, however on behalf of Germany. His 
early, first steps were to create and foster an effective ‘fifth column 1 among 
tho Persian tribes which .off ered good scope for such work. In -February he 
was successful in re-establishing contact with SCHULZE by means of one of his 
couriers VAZIRI while at the same time he visited the Japanese Legation in 
Teheran to discuss the situation with the Japanese there. Meantime a meeting 
was arranged between MAYR and SCHULZE, . when it was mutually arranged that the 
two should- /.agree to a functional division of interest in Persia, MAYR to 
concentrate on thp fostering of a fifth column and the organisation of a 
political espionage system,' v/hile SCHULZE would deal with military matters. 

In April MAYR again contacted the Japanese Legation now due for expulsion 
and at this meeting the Legation bequeathed MAYR with five old'W/T sets, 
while MAYR gave the Japanese a message to be sent to Berlin via Ankara and 
Tokyo giving an account of. the situation and suggesting a code which might 
bp used if MAYR were successful in getting his W/T sets to wbrk. 

The following month SCHULZE ' 3 position in Teheran became too 
difficult owing to tho arrest of ono cf his couriers., . It was then decided 
that the division between MAYR and SCHULZE should be geographical and not funo 
•nnl, MAYR to remain in .the North, while SCHULZE would be responsible for all 
activities in the South. SCHULZE therefore left for the Qashgi territory, 
establishing good relations by promise of delivery of arms and ammunition from 
Germany, maintaining at the same time contact with MAYR in the North by means 
taf the qourior system. SCHULZE also set about the preparation of a landing 
ground for the expected expedition from- Germany. At the same time he had been 
provided with one of MAYR' s V//T sets to attempt to establish contact with 
Berlin,. . " • 



(f) . . ■ Attempts to contact Berlin ; - 

The major weakness in the situation was of course that 
neither MAYR nor SCHULZE had found it possible to contact Berlin, and the 
continual success of their operations depended on help being provided from 
the quarter in. order to keep the tribes in good humour. In August MAYR sent 
a courier to contact the German Embassy in Ankara carrying with them a letter 
signed on behlaf of SCHULZE which requested the despatch of a W/T operator 
from Berlin .and of course, money. The letter also suggested a code which 
should be used in sending any reply. 

, It is interesting to note the method suggested by MAYR 
for receiving messages from Berlin, a method he had already proposed in 
the message, given to the Japanese in Teheran in April. The 'suggestion was 
that the Germans' should send their reply quite openly through the 
•Kameradschaf tdienst' broadcasts to German Forces, using at .'the same time 




the simple code proposed by MAYR, It was in fact by this method that 
MAYR learned in the coarse of August that the message given to the 
Japanese 'in Teheran had reached Berlin via Ankara and *ckyo; in October 
a similar message was received through 'the same ohannel confirming" the 
arrival i oif the courier in Ankara and promising ' that 'a courier was" oh 
the way to MAYR with a message, ,a false ray of ’hope for MAYR as when 
the courier did in fact arrive with a message in the shape, of a small 
pill* wrapped' in paper,, it was beyond even the ingenuity and resource 
of MAYR to discover wha't ..message’ the pill or jjaper contained. Nothing 
daunted, MAYR sont .a further courier in January 1943 Vo Ankara, this 
time wi.th much more definite and business-like proposals, giving three 
alternative landing- grounds for projected parachute operations and a 
code whereby thf type of mission and' the landing ground to be used would 
.be- indicated,. In February a. reply was received that operations were in 
course of preparation. . . ' ' . 



. . :(g) Events in, Berlin ;- ... . 

...... •!. -'I .After the occupation' of ’.Persia in August 1941 both 

the. Abv/ehr andl Amt Vl'.were completely unaware of the fate ’of their 
fepres.entativ.es, in the . pouritry.. and were as a result quite ignorant of 
•the activities, o^. MAYR and. SCHULZE during the winter cf 1941-42. Until 
MAYR!s message' was. received from Tokio therefore, both services had been 
pursuing independent lines for further operations in the country, the 
Abwehr on their side making some effort to use the Persian colony in 
Germany for the purpose, while Amt VI had taken no more vigorous action 
than the sending of FAST to Ankara with instructions to exploit the 
Middle East territory. No specific -plans -Were- therefore in course of 
preparation,, though it is to be remembered that in the oourse of 1942 the 
German armi.es were already .penetrating 'deop into' Russian territory, and 
VI ; G presumably did not attach too great importance to Persia in the 
expectation .that they would enter" the country by military operations. 

The expected and much- heralded success in the East would make everything 
.else quito simple, ’ '•*. 

. The' arriyial of the first message from Tokio preceded by 

a fbw weeks only what was' to prove tho turning. point in the war.: "-'in 
September both Stalingrad and Cairo seemed about to, fall, by October the 
wcr,o pouh^or^attacking in the desort and Stalingrad remained un- 
, .captured and a JRussidn counter-attack was on the Way. ' Interest' in Persia 
.i^br.bf ore-' increased as that country represented a slender link between the 
two pbwers. At the time therefore when the importance of Persia In the 
general pattern of the war became apparent both the Abwehr and the SD 
suddenly; became aware that they had aotivc and. enterprising representation 
ih .thb ' country, and both, services set about exploiting the unexpected wind- 
fall. V‘ •• ■

Preparation for Expedition; - 



The collaboration between MAYR- and SCHULZE 'presented 
problems to. Berlin, as . both tho Abwohr and Amt VI olaimod that ex- 
ploitation cf the situation was their affair. Finally it, was agreed 
,tha£. any ' missions sept in reply to the - appeal's . of ''MAYR'' ohd- 'SGEDDUZSi' should 
; .bq'under ; joint control,, a factor which in fact was greatly to 'weaken the 
. effeo^ivehoss 'of the. operations." ’‘ip Addition -neither sbrvice was' inclined 
to 'be. guided by tho recommendation of . MAYR, whose specific request was for 
i.a W/T .operator , money and arms. To the SD however, Persia represented a 
supply. line, to Russia, and their main interest was to sabotage that supply 
line. The' expedition theref ore which was sent to Persia in the oourse of the 
following yoar failed to exploit the situation to the best advantage and a 
potentially,, dangerous situation for the Allies did not fully materialise. 

?ho expeditions were ill-oonceived and rendered ineffective . the good work 
of, both MAYR and SCHULZE during the lorig period in which they had. operated 
alone.! " ' '' • ' '•' ' • • '• 



(i) The Franz Exit edition ;- ... • 

/" jhc Franz expedition consisted of j?ix agents,. Ustuf 
ELUHME, Uschof R0CE3TR0H, Oschaf HOLZAFFEli, Uschof GRILLE, Obergefreiter 
KOENDGEN and Obergof roitor KOREL. The SD personnel of the above 'had 
been in' training at the Oranienburg Camp where their training had 
commenced at the end of 1942. The importance attached to their mission 
by Amt VI is evidenced by the fact that the party was invited to a party 
at which KALTENBRUNNER, ■ SCHELLENB3RG and GSLtfF were all .present, . Of the 
Abwehr personnel KOENDGEN and KDKEL, KOENDGliiN had boon a .member of the 
Brandenburg Division while KOREL had previous experience in Persia Itself 
where .^rf ^apt he' had already met MAYR in 1941. The Abwqhr part^^thej , ef ore 
would hhvb : suited MAYR ' s purpose,’ but VI C insisted on representatioh with 
the result that the final party of six was evdntually despatched landing 
in Persia in the first*clays of April, the party’ soon being reduced to five 
as a result of the death of KOREL, 



The nature of the mission given to the Franz expedition 
in so far* as it involved sabotage did not meet wi th MAYR 1 s approval bat in 
this instance he was successful in persuading the party to abandon their 
mission and Conform 'to his, ideas. The party split into two groups, ELUHME 
arid KOENDGEN going South ad tho 'Dora' expedition, 'with whom contact was 
mintained by W/T, tho Dora group being unable to contact Berlin directly. 
In ' addition a o our i or system was maintained. It is to be noted that early 
iri August the Dora group - received .further arms and ammunition from Germany 
by parachute; ■ ' . ' ' 

('j') : The Anton Expedition;- *' ' 



Meanwhile SCHULZE in the’ South' was finding it increasingly 
difficult ;; to maintain good relations with' the QaS'hgai tribe's as his 
' repeated promises of help from Germany wore 'not. materialising. When 
! SCHULZE therefore learned by : courier of the ' safe arrival of t^ F*ranz 
expedition for his territory in the 1 South, a request which lifiklR duly passed 
and to which there . came tho ominous reply that .plans were already underway 
without however any indication af the nature of the expedition or. its 
personnel. MAYR's fears that again the expedition would ..be wrongly planned 
arid conceived atere only too well founded} ‘ '. MA%!} * s . conception. was sljill that 
• the •situiftiori 'in Persia lerit itself to political exploitation while, p’erlin 
•thought only in terms of sabotage. On July ' ibth the ^nt on .expedition landed 
ft 1 t®. South consisting of four agents under the leadership of Ustuf/KHRlvIIS 
with Kurt PIWONKA Kurt .HAR3ERS as W/T operators and a Persian interpreter. 
Though the party was primarily SD, Abwehr XI had. collaborated in 
th® training and preparation,' PARZAD having been an Abwehr .agent .prior to 
joining the expedition. The' choice of personnel was unf ortunate as' KpRMIS 
showed no intention of either acting under MAYR or even co-operating with him 
being the typical Nazi fanatic, young,, inpetuous and .intransigent, KUHMIS 
had been in 1940 Leiter of Abt VI on the SD-Abschnift : Momel. " 



(k) .• Deterioration iri the Situation;- 

, . . It is a curious ' and. significant, feature, of . events' in Persia at 

this tame that where MAYR' and SCHULZE .had met with no little suocoss in ■ 
establishing 'good relations with the tribes, and fomenting a potentially 
dangerous 5th Column withiri the country during the period in which they 
acted singly without help from Berlin, the situation generally deteriorated 
when they succeeded in' their primary' ob'jeot of establishing contact, with 
] ^ e . r l^. The;. reason of coiu'se . lay in the fact, that tho policy adopted 
by ’Berlin' did not agree with that which had been in operation for over a 
year in Persia. '• : ' 

.In the', space of five months three expeditions had been 
successfully oahiied but - the Franz expedition 'in the North, the reinforce- 
ment operation for the Dora Group, and the Anton expedition in the South, though 
the Bertha operation whioh was planned to roinforoe Franz did not materialise. 




In spit? of ijhese operations however the situation was not improved; apart 
from the lack of cohesion in policy between Berlin and Persia itself, 'there was 
.the additional factor that with the war situation -now going against Germany, 
the tribes themselves were less disposed to co-operate, especially in the 
South where SCHULZE had been living on unfulfilled promises. Indeed SCHULZE’S 
arid KUEMIS’s group remained virtual prisoners throughout the winter. of 1943 
and were unsuccessful in making any W/T oontaot with Berlin, Meanwhile 
the Qashgai brothers themselves were under arrest in Cairo and negotiations 
were opened up for an- exchange of personnel. Finally in March 1944 SCHULZE 
and three others were handed over to the British Authorities, KUHMIS however 
avoiding capture by committing suicide. 

The situation in the North had come to a head even more 
rapidly. In August’ 1943 a Persian army officer was arrested and admitted 
having been in contact with MAYR. Through this lead ROCKSTROH was : 
arrested with his w/T set on the 14th, MAYR himself the following day, . 
arid HOLZAFFEL on the 1.6th, The arrest of GRILLE, the other member, was 
not long delayed,. The Dora Group was liquidated soon afterwards. Thus 
by Ootober 1943 the MAYR/SCHULZE enterprise had been virtually ended,

(a) General ; - 

. . The general picture giving the background of Amt VI 
aotivity in these oountries has already been given in Part I. Thero 
was of course no direot representation in any of these countries and 
exploitation of the territory was variously carried out from Turkey under 
FAST and DUPLITZER, under the Unternohmen OTTO in 1941 “43 and dirootly 
. by Gruppe VI 0 in 1 943"45 . The foil wing paragraphs therefore merely 
, summarise thb missions which were directed by those various controlling 
ageribiea, in chronological order, 

(b) The Papadoporilos Mission; - 

The Papadoponlos mission in June 1943 represented. the 
first attempt by Dienstollo 3000 under VI F/O to penetralje the . Middle 
East, the mission given t ^Papadoponlos and his oompani oi yilAVKSNT IA DES 
being one of sabotage and moral subversion, Tho mission was a .failure . 
although LAVHEWTIADES wa3 eventually released after interrogation and 
made. his way to Cairo, The operation- was an unimportant one, except 
that it was .the first sign of any Amt VI activity in the Middle-East 
theatre, 

(c) . The Swedkowicz Mission; - 

•^tsWEDKOWICZ was a Pole employed from 1940 in the organisation 
TODT until his recruitment in December 1942 by the SD-Absohnitt KLagenfurt. 
That Stelle then handed SWEDKOWICZ over to Amt VI, where VI F/0 recruited 
him for a sabotage and subversive mission. The Untornehmen Otto had only 
recently beoncr.eatod under the order of HIMMLER (seo Liquidation Report on 
Gruppe VI f) and, the. Nahoros-Oston Abtoilung oamo uridor the control of Hastuf 
MANDL, later of Gruppe VI E, SWEDKOWICZ was trained in sabotage, handling 
of weapons, and cypher, but not in W/T as his oharinel of oaranunication was 
to be by letter to a cover-address in Prague. After about five months 
intermittent training SWEDKOWICZ was finally despatched early- in July via 
Austria, Jugoslavia and Greeoe to proceed through Turkey to either Palestine 
or Syria with instructions to join the Polish Forces or obtain employment 
in sane oapacity with the Poles, posing as a refugee. Once established he 
.. . was to communicate through his cover-address giving details of. his location, 

.■ when steps would be token to contact him through, an other agent, SWEDKOWICZ 
. crossed the Turkish frontier on July 20th and gave himself up to the Turkish 
police, but was soon broken under interrogation. 

(d) The Merz Mission ; - 

Tho Merz mission remains still uncertain as to its exact 
purpose: Kriminaloberas3iBtant7^FRZ had been a member of the Kripo since 
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1935, who in the course of 1943 had' been active bn behalf of Gruppe 
• VI D of Amt IV in Poland combatting Polish resistance movements. In 
the course of this work MERZ became acquainted with the leader of a 
Polish movement who openly suggested a rapprochement between the 
movement and the Gormans, also suggesting that oontact should be made 
with 1 the Polish forces’ in" the Middle-East with a view to presenting a 
united Front against the Russians. The suggestion did not meet with 
official approval but later when MERZ had been transferred to the Sip o 
Hamburg ho was summonod to Amt VI through tho recommendation af EYLITZ 
— of VI C whose acquaintance/no had made a few months before at a Kcramissar's 
course and who was aware; of . his Middle-East plan. . It was nqw suggested 
that the plan be put iritb operation under Amt VI control. The subsequent 
events leading up to the actual mission are complicated in tho extreme 
and irrelevant to tho purpose of this publioation: in October 1943 

MERZ. was sent on a mission "similar to that given to SWEEKOWICZ, that 
is' to establish contacts in tho Middlo-East with Polish circles, and. 
once those contacts had been established. Amt VI- could exploit them 
to its own advantage. It was intended in due course to organise a 
sabotage network working against the supply lines through Irak and Iran. 

Tho sabotage side of this mission came under MANDL cf VI F/O, while 
the espionage aspect was dealt with by VI C 13 . MERZ was broken, and then 
not completely, only after long and detailed interrogation. His mission 
of course was a failure, 

(e). The Emannuel ■ Case : - 

, The Emmanuel case represented tho first attempts of VI 0 13 
in the course of 1943 to strengthen its links from Berlin to the Middle 
East through Athens and Turkey, Since the end of 1942, VI C 13 had had 
representatives in Athens firstly through EYLITZ, subsequently through 
TAPEENBOECIC and finally KOHLHAAS, their function being to facilitate the • 
passage qf agents into the Middle East, To strengthen this chain still 
.. f ur th eaffi&MA^^ G-r e ek was sent to Turkey in April 1944, to contact 
DUFLITZEH in Istanbul and assist the passage, of agents through Turkey. 
EMMANUEL was arrested In Turkey on arrival. 



(f ) The Chaoun Group 

. The Chaoun group, consisted of R aymond X/HAC UN , his wife 

and a Tunisian Arab, a member of the Mufti group: CHAOUN had boeri •* 

recruited for his .mission through tho Dienststelle in. Paris following 
on his arrest in Southern France early in 1944, after it had been learned 
that he had a. knowledge of Syria. After a short stay in Berlin under VI 
C 13 CHAOUN andhis wife were sont in the first stage of their .mission to 
Athens where they were looked after by KOHLHAAS and, where they were intro- 
duced to their; W/T operator SLAMA, who had received his training with- the 
Mufti group at the Hague and Lehnitz. The mission given to the Chacun 
group was to organise a political espionage network in the Damascus area. 
The party was arrested on Landing on. the Turkish coast.

The Letay mission closely resembled that of the Chacun group: 
LETAY was recruited at the 'end of 1943 by VI C 13- through S tu boffi fl^ETTL 
af VI E, after GAMOTHA had failed to persuade him to join tho~ stillborn 
'Norm* expedition. It had been planned that LETAY would be despatched to 
Syria through KOHLHAAS in Athens and EMMANUEL in Turkey but this arrange- 
ment fell through arid, only after considerable delay was LETAY finally sent 
on his mission late in August 1944. LET^Y surrendered on arrival and con- 
fessed to the nature of his mission.

The Rizos Case:- 



Thd^Ris 






*Riz os lyrais s i on was the last', effort of -VI 0 in the Middle 
East. RIZOS had been active on behalf of the Italian I.S. as early as 1941 
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and was responsible for the recruitment of several agents despatched to 
the Middle East from Italy. On the collapse of Italy he was contacted 
by. the Germans and; questioned about the agents for whom he had been 
responsible. Quite oontrary to fact RIZOS succeeded in persuading 
TAPPENBQEGK of VI 0. 15 that a network still existed and suggested that .. 
ho bo sent to revive it in the interests of Amt VI, In July 1944 
KQHEHAAS became case officer for the enterprise and RIZOS was sent to 
Berlin for final training. He was sent on his mission on February 1945 
and was arrested in Turkey on arrival and handed over to the British : 
authorities, A noteworthy feature of the mission was tho large sum of 
£50,000 carried by RIZOS. 

(i) / The Atlas Expedition :- v • •• 

Ttio Atlas expedition to Palestine in Octobor 1944 wp® 
the only effort on the part of Gruppe VI ,C to exploit the Muf ■MXgroup, 
which for nearly two years had been a source of considerable/expense to 
the Amt. During the oourse of 1.943 , the Mufti group of agajvbs had been . 
under training in sabotage and W/T but no dear picture f ft/r their use- 
Sberas ever to have been established- by VI 0. In point or fact the 
Atlas expedition Was conceived in its. initial stages - b ^Dr.^fcOROH, of 
Gruppe VI G (P orsohungs, telle Orient.) who submitted, t o ^RAEPE^laie in 
1943 a detailed plan whioh he entitled the 1 Operatio n lEliass * setting 
out a comprehensive course of action -to^be adopted by "Ami ^VT to exploit 
the Afab situation, LORCH’s nephew (jblij^/IELAND^ f ormerly of the 
Lehrregiment Brandenburg offered his services for a mission on Palestine 
both to Abwehr I and II before being accepted by Amt VI. WIELAND now 
took over the Elias expedition, renaming it Atlas, „at .the. .same time 
making use of thejfce hrr eg ime nt Brandenburg to suitable material for. 
personnel. From tnis source' he finally recruited /lift. FRANK and Ober-r 
feldwebel DEININGER. Llais, bn was established with the Mufti group from 
which two further agents were recruited Abdul^tAITIF and Has s aa^ ALAMA . 
Preparations, for the. expedition occupied the greater, part ^ "1944, 
involving much discussion with the Mufti regarding the control of the 
mission, it being finally decided that the technical preparations should 
be in the hands cf WIELAND and Gruppe VI C, but that on landing the 
German . part of the group should merely act as a link between the Arab 
part And the Mufti, The mission given to the expedition was likewise in two 
parts, the Arabs to organise guerrila bands to .work against Jews .and 
Jewish interests in Palestine and control them, the German party to 
provide the W/T communication and act as technical advisers in-- the 
training of the Guerilla bands. It was agroed tbat the German party 
would not undertake any independent action. 

The expedition finally started in, October 1944 after some 
delay, WIELAND, FRANK and IAITIF being arrested eleven days after -landing, 

( j) The, Iraqui Expedition: - 

The Iraqui parachute expedition which landed in Iraq in 
November . 1 944 consisted cf four agents of the Mufti group who had 
undergone sabotage and W/T training at the Hague and Lehnitz, The 
training and planning of the operations were much more under the control 
of the Mufti ’than in the oase of ’Atlas' and it is noteworthy that no 
Germans were included iri the. party. The mission given to the group was 
that of organising- armed bands to fight the Jews both in Palestine and 
Iraq so that in substance the mission had an aim similar to the Atlas 
exp edition . Of .the party, two were arrested almost immediately, the 
other two, including the leader .of th§ party Abis^ALIH managing to escape. 

It is not Rna/ra what success or otherwise was "ob-fcaTneiJ by the two agents 
remaining at' liberty, '• ■'

The Amt VI personalities ooncemed with the Par East 

• . were ; fo^ yin -number and. contained few specialists- until' the creation 
,-jof . Abt vi'C. 4 in' September 1944.. Prom 1940' until 1944, the' lCadirig 

personalitios were Hastuf WEIRAUCH, Hastuf HEYER, Ostuf. LEO and 
Haschaf HINNEY . The former Roforeht y®3PA.iIQg "&%d\ - .XH> specialist 
qualifications for the post he held, his chief virtue being his 
industry ;■ and conscientiousness. HEYER had been in' chorgo of 
Indp-China, but was- transferred, to Abt VI C 3 (The Near East) in 
October 1944«. : Of 'these . early personalities only Ostuf LEO had any 
specialist '.qualifications.. .He had been the former director of the 
Propaganda- Office of the Rdiohsbahhwoberzontr'alo on Tolcio, and had 
studied, in Japaii for many years,, received his doctorate there. His 
knowledge of Japan was therefore extensive. 

-.. . ; > •: • On tho .'creation of Abt VI C 4, several new personalities 

with Considerable ^qualifications were ‘introduced into the Abteilung, 

• the. 'most outstanding being Ang 4 *. KJLRPEL ' and Ostuf CLASSEN, both of 
whom had considerable Japanese background. (CLASSEN had previously 
boon- in VI C in 1941, but had spent the years 1942-44 in active service 
at the Front). Tho-’othor newcomers, Uffz.. KLINGERHEY' and WILKERING 
had no special qualifications. 
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3 • Representatives Abroad 




VI C had no representatives In tho Par Eapt : -the only 

representation on bohalf of tho RSHA was through tho Folizei Attach© 

MEI SINGER , a Bavarian friond of >flJELliER Aratschof IV who was qUito 
unsuited to his task and producod.-n.o results. MEISI^GER had assistants 
in Bangor and Shanghai. In 1940 a Dr. Werner KOELN had gone to Japan 
to study there and was contactod by Amt VI with a view to working for 
them, an enterprise which led to nothing. KflSLW was a member of the 
S.S. Mannschaft Haousor who limited hie Far Eastern activity to mild 
liaison with MEI SINGER. 



4. Amt VI and tho Japonoso 



Until tho croation.of Abt VI C 4 in September 1944 . 

Amt VI activity in tho Far East, had boon on a very restricted scale 
as a result of official policy' which regarded Japan 'as an. ally to 
be trusted, falling into tho same category as Italy, whore tho 
Fuohrorbof ohl had forbiddon espionage activities of any kind. It was 
considered that a truo pioture of tho situation in the Far East ooijld 
bo obtained through official channels and through the various Japanese 
representatives in Berlin itself. The official attitude to Japan was 
a friendly' ono, but neither WEIRAUCH had displayed tho same confidence 
in their ally. There "<ifx however no recognised link between the 
intolligonco servicos of the two countries though to a lesser extent 
contact had boon established through Onodora in Stockholm and through 
a edntact of MOYZISCH in Ankara. 

5 • Activities after tbg Croation of Abt VI C 4 :- 

This official attitude continued to exist until tho 
end but with the croation of Abt VI C 4 in September 1944 tho 
unofficial attitude underwent a marked change. Personnel with 
the necessary qualification were introduced into tho Gruppo and 
tho work of Abt VI C 4 was hencoforth diroctod towards providing 
tho authorities concerned with a true picture of the Far Eastern 
situation based on its own sources of information and not on the 
official Japonoso statements. - In support of this policy stops were 
taken to rocruit V-Mannei for tho Abtoilung and in addition missions 
wore planned for the despatch of agents to tho Far East itself. 

Tho recruitment' of V-Mannor ' was in or dor primarily to conduct 
ospionago operations .against tho Japonoso in Europe. This activity % 
mot with no littlo success as tho specialists in tho Gruppo already 
had well established contacts in Japanese circles and in a short 
time the Abtoilung not only issued a monthly report giving a 
g on oral picturo of the Far Eastern situation but also issued an 
appendix to tho report forecasting tho trond of future events. 

This type of work against tho Japonoso was .greatly facilitated ' 
by the attitude of tho Abtoilung itself which tended to be anti- 
Japaneso in contrast to the official policy. This development in 
VI G 4 activity however was of short duration as by the end of the 
year all VI C activity was devoted to the situation on the Russian 
Front.

6. Sources of Abt VI C' 4 :- 

The main sources open to VI C 4 wore of two kinds - 
through direct intelligence from tho Far East through MEISINGER 
and through exploitation of Japanese circles in Europe itself. 
(MEISINGER proved to bo a complete faili^ro and it was mainly duo to 
this that stops wore token to set up an independent network in the 
Far East by tho despatch of V-Mannor by submarine from Gormay) . 

This lattor move was rendered inoperative owing to the deterioration 
in tho general war situation. ; . 




/• Organisation of Abt VI C 4 :- «. 

Tho organisation of the now Abtoilung has already been 
given . in ' paragraph I above.: The Abteilung was divided into three 
Referato, one concerned with Erf as sung, one with analysis and tho 
third with evaluation.' VI C 4a, tho Erf as sungs roferat rocoivod all 
reports which it classified and pasood to VI C 4c for final evaluation, 
that Ref orat being responsible for tho preparation of the consolidated 
final roport for presentation to tho higher authorities suoh as thb 
Amtschef, tho GdS, tho Foreign Office and tho Ministry of Propaganda. 
Reports wero also passed by VI C 4a to VI C 4b which acted as tho link 
between tho Abtoilung and tho Ostasium Institute under G-ruppo VI G. 
Referat VI C 4b wa 3 also responsible for tho maintenance of a. card 
index on East Asiatic porsonnlitios in public life.

9 . Abtoilung VI C 4 and its pro.ioctod plans in the Par East :- 

’ a) Despatch of agents 

It was planned by Abt VI C 4 to sot up its own network 
to operate in tho Nanking area. For this purpose' it was proposed- to 
send Dr. KIRFEL as adjutant .to tho Air Attacho thoro to work undor 
cover as an interpreter, having as his ohiof agents Indo-Chinese Tram 
van T310NG, van MUC and van WAW, "who would respoctiv.oly bo placed’ with 
would respectively be placed with auxiliary V//T sots at Shanghai, 

In do-China and Kalgan. Tho agents wore given W/T training through 
VI F. The scheme was abandoned owing to tho imminence of tho Gorman 
.collapse. 

b) Liaison with the Japanoso :- 

It was also proposed to sot up a VI C 4 liaison post • 
with Onodorra in Stockholm but this projeot did not- ’mater iedi so. 

Tho general rolations of Gruppo VI C with tho Japenoso havo already 
boon dealt with, and they can bo briofly described as boing of mutual 
distrust and suspicion. Tho Stockholm project was an isolated one 
and was not indicative of any gonoral improvement bo two on the two 
countries. 

10. Conclusion 

It is not difficult to arrive at tho conclusion that the 
work of Abt VI C 4 was a failure: tho roasors for this failure havo 
been aptly summarised by tho Roforcnt himsolf, VJElKAUCH, who has 
pointod out tho lack of co-operation from tho Foreign Office, lack of 
qualified personnel, tho enormous distances involved, lack of directive 
from higher levels, and tho gonoral lack of interest in Far Eastern 
matters. The Abteilung had no independent sources of its own and was 
hardly competent to handle what information it did receive from other 
sourcos, mostly overt. 



Arrests 



There is still a serious gap in arrests affected among 
personnel of Gruppe VI -C as far as the Middle East is concerned. So 
far all the information obtained on Amt VI activities against the 
Middle East has been obtained chiefly from captured agents them- 
. selves or members of Amt VI not directly concerned with such 

activxty. The target personalities concerned are the following :-
